FOX CHASE EXTRAORDINARY. =~ ! 
The following Fox-chase, which took place in 
June, 1808, in the counties of Inverness and 
Perth, perhaps exceeds any thing ever known 
in the annals of Fox-hunting. On the eighth of 
that month, near Dunkirk, Perthshire, there were 
seen on the high road, a fox and a hound, pro- 
ceeding at a very slow, trotting pace. The dog 
was about the distance of 50 yards behind the fox : 
each was so fatigued and spent that the latter could 
not outrun the former, neither could the former 
overtake the latter. A countryman who observed 
them in this state, very easily caught the fox by 
running. Both the fox and dog were taken to a 
gentleman’s house in the neighbourhood, where 
the dog received every mark of hospitality, to 
which his unwearied pursuit entitled him: and 
Reynard was placed in the garden as a prisoner 
of war ; but whether from over-fatigue, or from a 
determination not to outlive the loss of his liberty,

of which the stag’s horns were nailed upon a tree 
just by, which to this day bears the name of 
‘Hart’s-horn tree.’ 





Growth of Hair.—A man between twenty and 
thirty years of age, of strong and healthy consti- 
tution, having a short, curly, and coarse hair, of a 
dark brown colour, found himself becoming bald. 
Numerous and large bald spots appeared on the 
head, and gradually increased_until it became per- 
fectly bare, and as the eye lashes fell out, the man 
had quite a singular and disagreeable appearance. 
When the head was closely examined, a short, 
white and scattered down, very similar to a slight 
degree of mouldiness, was perceptible. At first it 
was hoped that the hair would grow again, but 
the sequel proved to the contrary ; after two years 
Dr Radimacher advised him to pour French brandy 
upon the sulphate of copper, and, when it had re- 
mained a few days, to wash the bald parts once 
a day with the solution. In eight days the hair 
had begun to grow, and in four months it equalled 
the original growth in quantity, but was of a light- 
er colour, crisp, dry, and stiff, and had not a na- 
tural appearance. A spot still remained bald on 
the back of the head. The eye brows and lashes 
grew again like the rest of the hair. A year after 
this the man shed his hair again, but the eye 
brows and eye lashes remained. Dr R. wished 
him now to wait a while, to ascertain whether 
the hair would or would not grow again sponta- 
neously, but the patient would not, and had re- 
course to the solution, which produced another 
growth of bland or light hair, and the spot which 
before had continued bald, notwishstanding the 
solution, became covered in common with other 
parts of the head. This growth had a much more 
natural appearance than the former one.—Medi- 
cal Journal.

A writer in the Westchester Herald, who has 
used the common grates for burning the Anthra- 
cite Coal, suggested an alteration in their con- 
struction, which he has found by trial to be an 
improvement. He says— 

‘The plan of my grate is 15 inches front, in 
length, flared to 11 inches at back ; the bottom 
commencing about four inches from the front of 
the bars, (this is a most important improvement, 
as it prevents the draft from coming up behind ;) 
it is bevelled, as carpenters would term it, rising 
at an angle of 45 degrees, until the breadth of the 
grate across from the bars to the back measures 
7 1-2 to 8 inches; carry up one course of the 
brick plumb, and then gather forward as you 
ascend to the height you wish the flue, which for 
that sized grate, I think ought not to exceed from 
10 to 12 inches above the top of the grate; the 
back should be carried up as high as the front, 
and the aperture or draft not to exceed two inch- 
es ; and perpendicular bars I think are prefera- 
ble. I promise those who adopt these propor- 
tions, that they will have a fine bright fire, con- 
sume less fuel than other grates of that front and 
have more heat. It must be evident, that to re- 
duce the quantity of coal burnt at the back in 
common grates, and to lessen in a great 
the consumption of the residne, while you retain 
the size of your front, and burning freely are very 
desirable. 

I am confident my grate contains a fifth less 
coal, without diminishing the front, aad I think I 
may confidently say, throws out muck more heat, 
and burns brilliantly in front, perpetuating the 
fire through the night, as well as could be wished ; 
but don’t be alarmed—I cLaim No PATENT—the 
public are quite welcome to the advantage—and I 
hope it will not be thought vanity to say, that my 
improvement wi!l give full satisfaction to those 
who may please to adopt it. 





THE JEWS IN THE BARBARY STATES. 
The intolerance and oppression which this sin- 
gular people suffered in Spain and Portugal drove 
vast multitides of them to seek shelter among the 
barbagians of Africa. It has been loosely stated 
that-100,000 took refuge in Morocco, and about 
half that number in the other Barbary states. 
The stock, however, had long before that event 
taken root in this quarter of the world, and in all 
probability was transplanted together with the ori- 
ginal settlers from Phoenicia. No insult, indignity, 
‘Or oppression prevents the Israelite from domici- 
liating himself, wherever he happens to fix his 
abode. He is a plant that seems to be suited for 
every soil, and generally thrives best where the 
pruning knife is most applied. Among the Moors 
he is made to suffer beyond what-any nature but 
that of a Jew could bear; yet such is the igno- 
rance of the ruling powers and their Moorish 
subjects, that the affairs of state could hardly be 
carried on without him. Most of the trades and 
professions are exercised by Jews; they farm the 
revenues ; act as commissaries and custom-house 
officers ; as sccretaries and interpreters ; they coin 
money; furnish and fabricate all the jewelry, 
gold and silver ornaments and trappings for the 
Sultans, Beys, and Bashaws, and their respective 
harems ;—and in return for all this, they are op- 
pressed by the higher ranks, and reviled and in- 
sulted by the rabble. They live chiefly in the 
great towns, confined to a particular quarter, in 
miserable rnud-built hovels, surrounded with filth ; 
but this appearance of poverty does not save their 
purses: they are subject to arbitrary impositions, 
and pay a capitation tax from a certain age. ‘If 
the period of payment be disputed, a string is put 
round the Jad’s neck, and afterwards doubled in 
length and put in his mouth ; if then, and thus, it 
pass over his head, he is deemed an object of tax- 
ation;—each Jew appears in person to pay his 
quota ; and this being done, a Moor touches him on 
the head with a switch, and says “Jump ;” where- 
upon the Jew goes his way.’—(Keatinge.) Black 
being a hatecl colour among the Muors, is the only 
one permitted to the Jews. In walking the streets, 
they are subject to every kind of insult, even from 
children : should the Jew rise his hand in self-de- 
fence, it is lopped off ; but if the Jew be murder- 
ed by a Mussulman, the life of the latter is not in 
the least in danger. Keatinge says, that a few days 
before the embassy reached Morocco, a Moor had 
murdered a Jewish merchant, cut his body in 
pieces, and thrown them into the shafts or venti- 
lators of the aqueduct. The Jews by a sedulous 
search discovered the murderer, who was seized 
and thrown into prison, where he was to undergo 
the bastinado ; but the Jews being impatient, col- 
lected in crowds round the palace, and clamoured 
for justice. The sultan, thus assailed, ordered his 
guards to drive the infidels to their quarter ; and 
imposed a heavy fine on them for their audacity. 
A Moor may enter a Jew’s house, disturb the 
family at unseasonable hours, and insult the wo- 
men ; yet the Israelite ‘dares not to insinuate to 
him the slightest hint that his walking out as soon 
as it suited his convenience would be any way 
acceptable.’ In passing a mosque, they must pull 
off their slippers, and walk bare-footed ; the task 
of burying executed criminals devolves on the 
Jews ; the wild beasts in the menagerie are fed 
and cieaned by them. It is frequently necessary, 
in some of the western ports of Morocco, to carry 
Europeans wishing to land through the surf of the 
Atlantic ; it would be degradation in a Moor to 
carry a Christian, and he is therefore hoisted upon 
the shoulders of an Israelite. He can neither shift 
his place of residence without special permission, 
nor ride a horse, nor wear a sword. Yet under 
all these vexatious and degrading circumstances, 
a Jew renegado is not known ; they are all allowed 
the free exercise of their religion, and it would 
seem as if this indulgence was considered as a 
compensation for all their sufferings; so says 
Keatinge ; but Lampriere, whose authority we are 


with little encouragement on that account, and no 
respect. 

Though the Jew must appear in black cloth- 
ing in the streets, yet in his own quarter he dresses 
in splendid but oddly assorted finery. Their 
friendly meetings are generally held on the house- 
top; where, on the sabbaths and holidays, the 
men appear ‘in velvet, and laced like Spanish ad- 
wirals,’ with ‘a greasy night-cap on the head, 
just barely showing that it had once been white, 
surmounted by a great three-cocked hat with a 
broad gold lace.’ The ladies, too, are loaded with 
jewels, and the daughters of Israel in this part of 
Africa are said to preserve the two characteristics 
of female beauty—an expressive set of features, 
and fine dark eyes; neither of which, however, 
are jmproved by the unsparing use of paint. 
Their dress consists of a fine linen shirt, with 
louse sleeves hanging almost to the ground, over 
this a caftan of cloth or velvet, reaching to the 
hips, and open in front to expose the neck and 
bosom, the edges generally embroidered with gold; 
over this a petticoat, generally of green cloth, also 
embroidered, and a broad sash of silk and gold 
round the waist, with the ends hanging down be- 
hind; a silk sash binds the hair, with the ends 
flowing loose ; and red slippers embroidered with 
gold complete the costume. The young Jewess is 
not permitted to go out without her face muffled 
up in the manner of the Moors; but the matrons 
may appear in public unveiled ; and though the 
elderly ladies are exceedingly strict with regard 
to the conduct of the young ones, they are said to 
be by no means averse to a little gallantry on their 
own account.

The Duke was staggered a 
little ; but, for the sake of the jest, determined to 
try the experiment ; accordingly it was advettis- 
ed that, ‘the next day (Jan. 7, 1749) a person at 
the theatre in the Haymarket, would play on a 
common walking cane, the music of every instru- 
ment now in use, to surprising perfection; that he 
would, on the stage, get into a quart bottle, with- 
out any equivocation ; and while there, sing sev- 
eral songs, and suffer any spectator to handle the 
bottle; that, if any spectators should come mask- 
ed, he would, if requested, declare who they were ; 
that, in a private room he would produce the rep- 
resentation of any person dead, with whom the 
party requesting it might converse some minutes, 
as if alive.’ 

In consequence of this advertisement, the thea- 
tre was at an early hour crowded with company, 
who waited till 7 o’clock ; then growing impatient 
and noisy, a person came before the curtain, and 
declared, that, if the performer did not appear, the 
money should be returned; on which one of the 
pit cried out, ‘For double prices the conjurer will 
go into a pint bottle.’ A tumult now began, and 
a person in one of the boxes threw a lighted can- 
dle on the stage ; the greatest part of the specta- 
tors hurried out, and the mob breaking in, they 
tore down the inside of the house, and burnt it in 
the street. During the confusion, the money, 
which had been secured in a box, according to a 
contract with the proprietor of the house, was car- 
ried off. Several persons of high rank being pre- 
sent, the pick-pockets made a good booty; and 
among the rest, the Duke of Cumberland lost his 
sword, for which a reward of thirty guineas was 
advertised, to the no small diversion of those who 
were in the secret.

When the trial of Mr Hastings commenced, at 
Westminster Hall, England, the first two days 
were taken Op in reading the articles of impeach- 
ment against hit», and four more were occupied 
by Mr Burk in opening the case, and stating the 
grounds of the accusation. Never were the powers 
of that great man displayed to such advantage, as 
on this occasion. The contrast which he drew 
between the ancient and the modern state of Hin- 
dostan, was sketched with the hand of a master, 
and wrought up in a manner that could not fail to 
fix the attention, and to command admiration.— 
When at length he came to speak of Mr Hastings, 
no terms can describe the more than mortal vehe- 
mence with which he hurled his manifold aceusa- 
tions against him. He seemed for the moment as 
if armed to destroy, with all the lightning of all 
the passions. The whole annals of judicial ora- 
tory contain nothing finer tHan his conclusion : 

‘I impeach Warren Hastings,’ said he, ‘in the 
name of the Commons of Great Britain in Parlia- 
ment assembled, whose parliamentary trust he has 
abused. 

‘I impeach him in the name of the Commons of 
Great Britain, whose national character he has 
dishonored. 

‘I impeach him in the name of the people of In- 
dia, whose laws, rights, and liberties he has sub- 
verted ; whose properties he has destroyed ; whose 
country he has laid waste and desolate. 

‘I impeach him in the name of human nature 
itself, which he has so cruelly outraged, injured, 
and oppressed. And [ impeach him in the name 
and by the virtue of those eternal laws of justice 
which ought equally to pervade in both sexes, 
every age, condition, rank, and situation, in the 
world.’ 

The agitation produced by this speech was such, 
that the whole audience appeared to have felt 
one convulsive emotion ; and when it was over, 
it was some time before Mr Fox could obtain 
hearing. 

Amidst the assemblage of concurring praises 
which this speech excited, none was more remark- 
able than the tribute of Mr Hastings himself.— 
‘For half an hour,’ said the gentleman, ‘I looked 
up at the orator in a reverie of wonder; and dur- 
ing that space I actually ſelt myself the most cul- 
pable man on earth.’ Had the sentiment con- 
cluded here, our readers would not believe that it 
was in the language or manner of Mr Hastings.— 
‘But,’ continued he, ‘I recurred to my own bosom, 
and there found a consciousness which consoled 
me under all I heard and all I sufesed.’

Nomination. of Mr Hughes. Great dissatisfaction has 
been expressed in the Portland Argus at the nomination 
of Mr Hughes, as Minister of the United States to the 
kingdom of the Netherlands, upon the ground that Judge 
Preble being much better acquainted with the north-eas- 
tern boundary question, which has been referred to the 
king of the Netherlands, would have been a more suitable 
person for this appointment. Upon this objection the 
Baltimore Gazette remarks that ‘The Argus writer is prob- 
ably as little acquainted with the talents, qualifications, 
and services of Mr Hughes, as we [the editors of the 
Gazette] are with those of Judge Preble, and like a true 
eastern writer, he cannot suppose it possible that wise men 
can come from any other direction than the east.’ ‘Mr 
21. acted as Secretary of Legation at Ghent, in 1814; he 
has ever since that time been in the service of his country, 
manifesting that degree of zeal and extent of talent, and 
acquiring that experience in diplomacy which peculiarly 
fit him to be useful in tbe situation to which he is so prop- 
erly nominated.’ 

It is quite evident that the mere circumstance of having 
already acquired an acquaintance with the questions and 
facts relating to the north-eastern boundary, is not a 
conclusive proof of a man’s fitness for such an appoint- 
ment, and in other respects we do not think Judge Preble 
is remarkably well qualified for it. Still the Gazette does 
not answer the particular arguments used in the Argus, 
which were, if we rightly remember, that there is hardly 
time for a person unskilled in this question, to gain a com- 
petent knowledge of it before the time assigned for its 
consideration by the arbiter ; and that a Minister from the 
state of Maine, would be likely, not only to have a better 
knowledge of our claims, but also greater zeal in prose- 
cuting them, than one residing at a greater distance. We 
do not mean to imply that these reasons cannot be satis- 
factorily answered, in this particular case, but it seems to 
us that they should have been more definitely replied to. 


Phrenological Portrait of President Adams. Some Phre- 
nologist has taken great liberties with President Adams’s 
head, as appears by a letter dated Washington, Jan. 2, 
and published in the Baltimore Gazette.

Above, the forehead recedes, leaving apparently lit- 
tle room for the organs of causality and comparison, but 
on a close observation these are really fuller than they ap- 
pear to be, for they are contrasted disadvanta ly with 
the higher organs in their neighbourhood. yond the 
forehead the organ of benevolence rises considerably into 
notice, veneration still higher, and then firmness above all, 
the latter being one of the most remarkabie developements 
in his head. According to phrenology, Mr Adams ought 
never to tire or grow weary by his labor, ought never to 
repine in adversity, nor become impatient in trial. At the 
same time he may be inflexible in his opinions and obsti- 
natein his temper. The organs of caution are very highly 
developed, insomuch that they appear in the skull like the 
roots of horns ; and immediately before them are develop- 
ed very handsomely the organs of hope, and conscien- 
tiousness. I should suppose Mr Adams is not given to 
despondency, nor much tempted to break the eighth com- 
mandment. 

In the back part of the head, there appears a remarka- 
ble deficiency in the organ designated by self esteem, love 
of applause, adhesiveness, &c. It is impossible that Mr 
Adams can be a proud man. He must be of a meek spirit. 
In no head that I ever examined minutely, have I observ- 
ed so entire au absence of vanity. Indeed it would seem 
from appearances, that he is almost exempt from those 
passions common to all creatures of which we have any 
knowledge. He has been supposed irritable. It cannot 
be. Me has been reported of vehement resentment, and 
somewhat prone to oppugnation. It canhot be. It has 
been alleged against him that he is avaricious. It can- 
not be. In these respects the indications are entirely dif- 
ferent. 

Were I questioned, to what is Mr Adams indebted for 
his distinction in the world? I would answer, to acquire- 
ment, occupation, opportunity, labour, patience, and firm- 
ness, more than te original intellectual pre-eminence.’ 


Speaking of commandments, we will thank the Doctor 
of Phrenology, the next time he examines the President's 
head, just to look at the organ that relates to the ninth 
commandment. 


New York Canals.—Governor Van Buren says in his 
message to the Legislature of New York, that 


‘The income of the Canal Fund for the year which has 
just terminated, can not at this time be precisely ascertain- 
eo ; but it is estimated to be about $1,210,387 ; of which 
$833,000 have been derived from tolls. The compensa- 
tion paid to the various officers employed on the canals, 
the interest on the canal debt, and the expenses for re- 
pairs and damages, have amounted to about $730,632. 

‘The present canal debt is 7730,155 09. No part of it 
is payable till 1837, and the greater part of it not till 1845 
and 1848. Since the completion of the Erie and Cham- 
plain canals, the commissioners of this fund have been 
enabled, from its surplus revenue, to discharge $384,615 
of the canal debt, by paying a loan that became due, and 
by purchasing and extinguishing a part of the stock of 
loans that are not yet reimbursable; and they have now 
on desposite, and invested in other stocks, $625,682. The 
revenue of the last year has been sufficient to defray the 
expenses of keeping the canals in a good condition ; to 
pay the interest on the canal debt and the salaries of the 
—— and agents employed on them; and to yield a 
surplus of $419,055 ; and there is most abundant reason 
to anticipate a like favorable result for the present year.’ 

Banks.—On the subject of banks Governor Van Buren 
says a plan has been submitted him which 

‘Proposes to make all the banks responsible for any loss 
the public may sustain by the failure of any one or more 
of them. It suggests provisions by which that result may 
be reached as far as it respects the banks whose charters 
are about to expire, and be ultimately made universal, or} 
nearly so. The idea is not entirely new to the commer- 
cial world, although it has not heretofore been applied in 
this form. Most men will, upon the nrst impression, view 
it, as I certainly did myself, as presenting a rigorous con- 
dition. But it is confidently believed by competent judges, 
that the form in which it is proposed to enforce the re- 
sponsibility—being an annual and adequate appropria- 
tion of a part of their income towards a common fund, to 
be placed under the control of the state—the ainple super- 
vision over the institutions, which it proposes to place un- 
der the direction of the contributing banks, in conjunc- 
tion with the authority of the state—the consequent high 
character and correspondent circulation it would give to 
our paper—the expulsion from circulation of the doubtful 
paper which now en it, and the substitution in its 
place of that issued by banks in full credit—with other 
advantages—would make the condition such as would, 
upon more full consideration, be deemed admissible by all 
concerned.” 


The proposal to require of independent banking institu- 
tions, that each one should guaranty the solvency of the 
others, will, we think, strike every onc, as it seems to have 
struck Governor Van Buren at first, as a measure of very 
questionable expediency. To make one institution or in- 
dividual answerable for the doings of another, without 
any direct control or connexion, certainly appears, at 
first blush, to be as ‘rigorous’ a condition as can well be 
imagined. . 

The remarks contained in this message on the present 
state of the circulating medium in New York, suggest a 
reflection upon our own, upon which we have good reasen 
to congratulate ourselves, for there never was in any com- 
munity @ more sound and secure monied system than the 
present one in Massachusetts.

RICHMOND, Jan. Ist, 1828. 
Dear Sir—I! have received your speech on the resolu- 
tion amendatory of the constitution, and thank you for 
sending it to me. I have read it with great attention, and 
think the argument against the re-eligibility of the Pesident 
very strong. Public opinion is, I believe, taking a decid- 
ed direction towards this point; and, 1 am disposed to 
think, in its favor. Some difference may exist respecting 
the time for which the Chief Magistrate ought to be 
elected—more, perhaps, than on the propriety of his being 
re-eligible. 

The question is one of great. interest and delicacy, and 
is not without difficulty. We may perceive the inconven- 
ience of the present arrangement much more clearly than 
those which may result from any new and untried system. 
In a great and powerful republic, wothiug is more difficult 
than the disposition of the Executive power. Yet, though 
not very fond of expiriments, | should be disposed to 
try the effect of confining the Chief Magistrate to a single 
term.
